Miss Dix likes to cook and has 
a big modern kitchen. "Nesv Or- 
leans has the best cooking in Am- 
e."C?'J •» ste says' "Tne French 
started it. the Spanish pepped it up 
and the Negro mammies glorified 
it. Before the war tourists came 
to New 
Orleans to eat in the 
same way they went to Nesv York 
to see plays or to Washington to see 
the Capitol. But it is not only in 
the restaurants • that 
marvelous 
dishes are served. Most housesvives 
cooks and cooking in Nesv Orleans 
pride themselves on being good 
is as much of an art as writing," 


Across from HTss Dix's stream- 
lined kitchen is her efficient-looking 
office.

"For -almost half a century 
I

moments of triumph and Jn their 
hours of despair and 'there is no 
joy or sorrow thai can tear at the 
human heart thai I do nol konsv.

The other day a woman wrote me 
that she had already killed one ol 
her husband's ssveethearts and that 
she might have to kill another. 
. ' Professors of psychology some- 
times ask if they may read the 
letlers I get." 


"We're just book men," they 
say—and sve only knosv svhat we 
hear. But you—you get the stuff of 
life. 


Miss Dix had a letter recently 


from a distinguished lasvyer svhose 
nephew had married a girl 
he 


hardly knew. She svas a nice girl 
and under normal conditions 
he 


would have approved of the match, 
he said, bul because Ihe boy was 
very young, the family had hoped 
he svould wait until the svar was 
over. 


"They got married 
anyhosv," 
wrote the uncle, "and had 
' a 


week-end honeymoon. Now I have 
a letter from my nephesv. He has 
been transferred to a camp in Miss- 
issippi, and he writes telling me he 
never knew there svere girls like 
these Southerners!' Could I get 
him a divorce from Myi-a?" 
"Poor. Myra," observed Miss Dix 
nadn t done a thing. Young people 
today are marrying boys and girls 
they never svould have thought of 
before. That means there will be 
divorces and broken homes Well 
we have learned to look facts in

People have often asked

Miss JJix (born a 
Ivieriwether) 
came by the name of Dorothy Dix. 


"Women took alliterative 
pan- 
names in th'j old days," explains. 
"I svas fond of my osvn first name, 
Elizabeth. But the family svould 
call me Lizzie, svhich I thoroughly 
disliked. Dorothy sounded 
both 
pretty sensible. Dix came from a 
Negro named Dick svhose svife cal- 
led him 'Mr. Dix.' 


The column svas a hit from the 
beginning, and letlers poured in. 
Al first Ihey ss'ere moslly from 
women lortured by doubts and fears 
—poor suffering sisters,' as they 
called themselves. But today they 
come from men, too, many of high- 
esl intellect—doctors, lasvysrs ancl 
clergymen. 


"I take my svork very ssriouslv. 
To me it seems a grave matter 
whal women svill rsad svhile tney 
are giving the baby his bollla and 
what business girls read as they 
ride back and forth to svork

cognition _of my; efforts.to bo help- 
ful to my day and generation, the 
Medical Women's National Associa- 
tion has made me an 
honorary 
member. 


"I have a strong conviction r°- 
garding the therapeutic value 
of 
time. Time, I think, setllss nearly 
every problem. I svish that men 
ancl women could remembsr this 
when they are lorn by emolional 
upheavals and beset by tempta- 
tions. The trouble is thnl people 
are impatient. Give a person long 
enough and he'll get over anything 
including a broken hcarl." 


One day Miss Dix svent lo a 


fashionable reception in Nesv York 
where a lady of great dignity and 
eloquence pressed into her hand a 
bit of folded paper. 


"Read it later," she whisper-ad. 
When she reached her holel Miss 


Dix unfolded it. "Dear Dorothy 
Dix," it said, "Years ago when I 
thpugrit I could not live for my 
misery, I wrote asking you for ad- 
vice, I was ready to got a divorce 
and break up my home. But you 
urged me to wait and let 
time 


mend matters. Today, thanks to 
your advice, I am a happy svo- 
man." 


Miss Dix had another letter re- 
cently from a girl named Judy 
Judy said that she had written 
previously about her boss— a mar- 
ried man svho wanted her lo go to 
Nesv York with him for the Christ- 
mas holidays. 


"I never had an exciting exper- 


ience in my life," she wrote "and 
he promised me all the things i 
had dreamed about. I knew Mis" 
Dix, 
that you would tell me I was 


a fool, but 1 svrote you anyhosv and 
you replied, 'Don't bo a sap. If you 
go svith this man, you may ruin 
your chances of getting a good 
husband.' I showed my boss your 
letter and he called you a meddle- 
some old woman. But you kept 
me from being a sap and nosv I arn 
going home to spend Christmas svith 
my mother. God bless you, Doro- 
Ihy Dix."

Ammended Bill 
to Extend OPA 
Is Favored 


Washington, June G — (/P)— The 
Senate Banking committee today 
approved a drastically amended 
price control extension bill today 
and prepared to send it to the 
Senate floor for action next week. 


Majority 
Leader Barkley (Ky) 


said he will formally report 
the 


measure, 
but he 
told reporters 


that his action is not to be con- 
strued as an endorsement of num- 
erous amendments or of the bill 
as a whole. 


The bill, perfected late yester- 


day, was agreed upon today with- 
out a record vote. 


"And 
without any enthusiasm, 
either," observed Senator Millikin 
(R-Colo). 


Over bitter minority protests, the 


Banking Cominitce drafted a for- 
mal recommendation to the cham- 
ber that it vole to extend price 
control one year beyond June 30 
but in sharply curtailed form. 


Chairman Wagner (D-NY), who 


led a losing administration 
iight 


against drastic revisions 
in 
the 


present law .announced he would 
issue 
a 
report 
denouncing the 
changes. 


Although half a do/en members 


of the 19-mnn committee signified 
their intention to side with the 
chairman, the effect on the Senate 
during next week's debate wais 
highly problematical. 


The House' already has passed 


an extension bill which adminis- 
tration spokesmen have said would 
mean the end of price control next 
month unless the Senate took a dif- 
ferent tack. 


Here arc some of the major fea- 


tures of the Senate bill, condemned 
as "monstrous" by 
Stabilization 


Director Chester Bowles even be- 
fore its completion: 


1. Price control over livestock, 
meat, poultry, eggs and dairy prod- 
ucts would end this June 30. 


2. The secretory of agriculture 


rather than the price administrator 
would say what other farm prod- 
ucts could be kept under price ceil- 
ings. 


3. A decontrol board, independ- 


ent of OPA, would be established 
with power to overturn the 
price 


administrator's refusal to lift con- 
trols from any specific commod- 
ity. 


4. "Cost absorption" 
would be 


put. OPA would be forbidden to 
interfere with normal markups and 
discounts of wholesalers and re- 
tailers of so-called 
"reconversion 
items," These include auto/nobiles, 
refrigerators, radios, washlnn ma- 
chines and similar items 
whose 


wartime production -was curtailed

Mr. Molotov as Accuser 
Thc chargos which Foreign Min- 


ister Mololov leveled at the Uni- 
ted States and Britain in his re- 
port to the home folks on the Paris 
conference were nol new. Bul h.'.-re- 
lofore Russia has usually been on 
thc receiving rather than '.ho giving 
end. 


Accusations of "imperialism," of 


"pressure .threats and 
intimida- 


tion," of "a desire to impose their 
svill" have been heard from boUi 


') sides. And svc of the western dem- 


ocracies, surveying the evidence 
along with thc indictments, might 
be pardoned for believing 'hat thc 
shoe fits the Russian fool bailer 
than it does our own. 


We cannot be sure whether Mr. 


Molotov and his government roilly 
do feel intimidated (they certainly 
don't act it) or whether they arc 
seeking to excuse their own acti- 
vities. It is quite possible that Mr. 
Molotov feels that all Russia':; ac- 
tions toward peace have been log- 


, ical and reasonable. And that is 
' one of the discouraging things about 


his speech. For if he is being can- 
did, then the lack of understand- 
ing among the three great powers 
is re-emphasized. 


It seems impossible that, in the 


face of Britain's offers of self- gov- 
ernment to India and of withdrawal 
from Egypt and other empire out- 
posts. Mr. Molotov should think 
lhal British imperialism is on the 
march. II seems equally imposs- 
ible (hat, in Iho face of Mr. By- 
rnes' disarmament proposals, 
he 
j| should sec in thc presence of our 


troops in Japan and of a handful 
of soldiers in Iceland and Green- 
land a threat of "aggressive wars." 


But perhaps Mr. Molotov began 


sensing threats and intimidations 
from 
the moment 'hat America 


.stopped granting Russia concess- 
ion

concession and began 


suggesting that she act a littls 
more like a member of thc world 
community of nations and a little 
less like an ambitious empire on 
thc make.

Compromise to 
Limit Draft Age 
to 19 Years

Washington, June G —(/P)—House 


and Senate braced today :;or a tug 
of war over resuming the teen age 
draft. But Ihere were hinls of a 
compromise 
making 
19-year-olds 
eligible and exempling those of 18. 


The two chambers found them- 
selves poles apart on the teen age 
issue in their efforts to decide how 
to continue the draft. The Senale is 
•overwhelmingly for conlinued use 
of- leen • agers in Ihe services, the 
House- just 
as 
overwhelmingly 
against it. 
' 


The Senale pushed the question 
.oward a showdown when it gave a 
thumping 69 lo 8 majority. yester- 
day to its bill for keeping the main 
srovisions of the wartime draft act 
,n force until nexl May. 


Altnough il differed on a number 


of points from the House measure 
voted April 13, the teen age provi- 
sion promised to be the big stum- 
bling block in the bill which the 
Senate passed along to a Senate- 
House conference commitlee. 


The conferees, seven 
senators 
and seven representatives, 
must 


adjusl all the differences and per- 
suade Congress to accept their rec- 
ommendations between now 
and 
June 30, when the present law ex- 
pires. Here is their problem: 


Length of extension: The Sen- 
ate voted to continue the draft unlil 
nexl May 15; the House until next 
February, 15. 


Age of inductions: The Senate 
by a 53 to 26 counl voled to con- 
tinue inducting 18 and 19-year-olds; 
the House by a 195 to 96 tally or- 
dered a halt to teen-age induclions. 
The top draft age in the 
House 
bill is 29; in the Senate's, 44. 
Pay raises. The Senate wrote 


into its bill pay raises :°or enlisted 
grades only, ranging from 50 per- 
cent for .buck privates to smaller 
boosts for top sergeants and corre- 
sponding ranks in the other serv- 
ices. The HOuse-.refused to 
put 


pay raises into the draft bill but 
voted in separate' legislation lor 
raises ranging from 50 percent for 
nick "privates to 10 percent 
for 
ive-slar generals. 
Induclion "holiday": The House 
rdered a moratorium on all in- 
luctions prior to October 15. The 
lenate turned that proposal down.

The dr-cision was a victory for 


those who have opposed Tim Crow- 
ism, 
wherever it appeared, but it 


Is a limited victory. 


The court ruling applied to noth- 


ing except buses which cross stale 
lines. On buses or tralleys which 
operate entirely within a st.i'.e Ne-1 
groes still can be compelled 
to 


ride behind white people. 


Jim Crow is the name for the 


way in which Negroes are kept 
separate from whites. 


Jim Crow, in some cases as a 
law and in some as a custom, is 
a rule of life in the South. For ex- 
ample: 


Separate railroad waiting rooms 


for 
Negroes, 
separate 
hospital 
wards, separate bathing beaches, 
separate schools. While 
restaur- 


ants refuse to serve Negroes; if 
they get into white theater:: at ail 
it is in 'a section apart. 


The North has no Jim Crow laws 


but it practices Jim Crowisrr. very 
effectively in many ways and in 
many places, such as by refusing 
them seats in certain theaters. 


But no matter what tha farm of 


Jim Crowism, North or South, the 
Supreme Court in this decision left 
the piactice untouched except to 
ban any law compelling 
Negroes 


to ride behind whites 
on 
inter- 
state busses. 


Thus the Supreme Court deci- 


sion knocks out just a little bit of 
Jim Crowism. Southern Jim Crow 
Jaws arc about half a century old. 
They were passed about the turn of 
the century. 


Here two questions come 
up: 


How did the name Jim Crow start? 
And why did the Supreme Court 
this week limit its ruling to inter- 
state buses?

As lu the Supreme Court deci- 
sion: 


Under Virginia law Negroes rid- 


ing in buses — whether they cross 
the state line or operate entirely 
within the state — must ride behind 
white passengers. 


A Negro woman, riding an in- 


terstate bus in Virginia, was told 
by the driver to move to the back 
to make room for white passen- 
gers. She refused, was arrested, 
convicted, and finally appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 


The court quoted that part of 


the constitution which says Con- 
gress., lias power tfl.irqgul.ate! cqm- 
merce among slates. This is' the 
famous clause giving the federal 
government power to regulate in- 
terstate commerce 
but 
leaving 


states free to regulate 
commerce 


conducted entirely within states. 


Going on from there, the court 


said tne federal government, 
no' 


a stale government, is the author- 
ity for preventing "burdens un in- 
terstate commerce." 


Then the court reasoned that the 


Negro woman was entitled to pro- 
tection from a burden on inter- 
state commerce. And it said that 
being forced to change her seat 
was a burden since she or any other 
Negro could be forced under Vir- 
ginia law lo change seats a num- 
ber of times. 


60 the court limited itself 
to 


interstate commerce. 


Nine other Southern states —Ala- 


bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisi- 
ana, 
Mississippi, North and South 


Carolina, Oklanoma, Texas —nave 
laws similar to Virginia's. 


Where they conflict with the Su- 


preme Court decision, they'll have 
to be changed.

McNarney made no reference to 


a number of recent incidents such 
as the discovery of German girls 
dead in army billets and the find 
ing of an American woman civilian 
worker dying on the porch of an 
officers billet. 


McNarney said he expected

tions, but the majority would ac- 
cept them.

Little Change 
Seen in Jim 
Crow Ruling

^ Washington, June 
!> •—(/P)— 
The 


supreme Court has given Jim Crow 
a slap which will 
cause 
some 


changes, but not great changes, in 
the treatment of Negroes in tin? 
country. 


The court lias ruled that inter- 


state buses — those traveling from 
one state 
into another— cannot 


iorce Negroes to ride in the rear, 
ocnind wnitc passengers. 


This was 
aimed 
at 
southern 


states, the only states with Jim 
Ciow laws compelling Negroes to 
ride in me rear 01 puohc vehicles. 


The dr-cision was a victory for 


those who have opposed Tim Crow- 
ism, 
wherever it appeared, but it 


Is a limited victory. 


The court ruling applied to noth- 


ing except buses which cross stale 
lines. On buses or tralleys which 
operate entirely within a st.i'.e Ne-1 
groes still can be compelled 
to 


ride behind white people. 


Jim Crow is the name for the 


way in which Negroes are kept 
separate from whites. 


Jim Crow, in some cases as a 
law and in some as a custom, is 
a rule of life in the South. For ex- 
ample: 


Separate railroad waiting rooms 


for 
Negroes, 
separate 
hospital 
wards, separate bathing beaches, 
separate schools. While 
restaur- 


ants refuse to serve Negroes; if 
they get into white theater:: at ail 
it is in 'a section apart. 


The North has no Jim Crow laws 


but it practices Jim Crowisrr. very 
effectively in many ways and in 
many places, such as by refusing 
them seats in certain theaters. 


But no matter what tha farm of 


Jim Crowism, North or South, the 
Supreme Court in this decision left 
the piactice untouched except to 
ban any law compelling 
Negroes 


to ride behind whites 
on 
inter- 
state busses. 


Thus the Supreme Court deci- 


sion knocks out just a little bit of 
Jim Crowism. Southern Jim Crow 
Jaws arc about half a century old. 
They were passed about the turn of 
the century. 


Here two questions come 
up: 


How did the name Jim Crow start? 
And why did the Supreme Court 
this week limit its ruling to inter- 
state buses? 


Webster's dictionary says; 
"Jim 
Crow •— said to be so- 


called from 
a Negro song 
and 


dance, the refrain of 
which 
is 


"wheel about and turn about and 
jump 
Jim 
Crow." 
populari/ed 


ab-.mt 1835 by T. D. Rice, a famous 
Negro minstrel." 


As lu the Supreme Court deci- 
sion: 


Under Virginia law Negroes rid- 


ing in buses — whether they cross 
the state line or operate entirely 
within the state — must ride behind 
white passengers. 


A Negro woman, riding an in- 


terstate bus in Virginia, was told 
by the driver to move to the back 
to make room for white passen- 
gers. She refused, was arrested, 
convicted, and finally appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 


The court quoted that part of 


the constitution which says Con- 
gress., lias power tfl.irqgul.ate! cqm- 
merce among slates. This is' the 
famous clause giving the federal 
government power to regulate in- 
terstate commerce 
but 
leaving 


states free to regulate 
commerce 


conducted entirely within states. 


Going on from there, the court 


said tne federal government, 
no' 


a stale government, is the author- 
ity for preventing "burdens un in- 
terstate commerce." 


Then the court reasoned that the 


Negro woman was entitled to pro- 
tection from a burden on inter- 
state commerce. And it said that 
being forced to change her seat 
was a burden since she or any other 
Negro could be forced under Vir- 
ginia law lo change seats a num- 
ber of times.
